for their Skill and Diligence in Husbandry and Gardening: But in 
ftead of many Inftances, I fhall only take notice that Solo the 
greateft of Princes, and the wifeft of the Sons of Men, thoush

we may plainly fee by thofe Books of his which have efcaped the ip 
juries of time, and by the Subject of thofe which are unhappily lf 
In the next place, if we would inform our félves of the Sentiments of 
other Nations. and efpecialiy of the Ancient Greeks and Romans in thi 
particular, we fhall upon fuch a fearch find, that their moft celebrated. 
Writers, both in Profe and Verfe, have employed their Pens on this 
Subject. Of the Grecks, Varro reckons up above 50, very few of 
which are now extant. And among thefe few, Hefiod ought to bedi 
ftinguifht by a peculiar Character; he being ( as Cowley thinks ) cm 
temporary with Homer, and at leaft the fecond Poet whofe Writing 
are yet preferved. Of the Latins it will be fuperfluous to name anj 
befides Virgil, the Prince of Poets, and Cicero the great Matter ofthe 
Roman Eloquence. *Tis with an Extafie of Delight and Admiratin, 
I read the lively Defcriptions they give us of this Art of Agriculture 
The one in his Georgics, and the other in almoft all his Writings ; o 
which, his little Tract de fenedute is, on this Subjett remarkably ex 
cellent. Here he tells us, that the Rural Villa's fupplied Rome with 
thofe Senators, Confils, and Dictators, who by their eminent Wit 
dom, and fignal Courage, laid the Foundation of her future Great 
- nefs: That hither, to his Country Farm, Carius retired after his fre 
ral Triumphs: And that from hence, even from holding the Plougs 
Cincinnatus was called to the Office of Dittator ; :

f) well perform it, as that extraordinary Genius who has already made 
Tully's Offices, and Seneca’s Morals appear to as great an Advantage in 
our Language, as they do in their Original. —— I might alfo heap 
together many more Quotations ; but to what purpofe fhould I do it: 
Cince any one, With a little reading and obfervation, ;(_not to mention 
tho’ uncommon Tnoughts which one view, how tranfient foever, of 
‘this pleafant Rural Scene, efpecialiy in the Spring, will naturally excite 
and produce ) may largely furnifh himfelf with fit Materials for a more 
complete Difcourfe on this Subject. A Subject always capable of re- 
ceiving great Improvements, and Illuftrations, when-ever it falls un- 
der the Care and Management of a skilful and ingenious Artift ! A Sub- 
ject very well worthy of the Pens of our moft Eminent Writers! And 
now attended by me only out of a Defire, that fome of them may be 
provoked, by the Defe&ts and Imperfettions of this Eflay, to do full 
Juftice to the Noble Caufe I have fo ill defended. In the mean time 
‘tis to be hoped, that thefe rude and unpolifht Hints of mine will 
carry fome Weight and Influence along with them: For what greater 
Charatters can be given of the Arts of Husbandry and Gardening,
